‘The German Consilar authorities in China 
Tecently sent home official reports concerning 
the state of German economic interests in the 
more important treaty ports in the Celestial 
Empire at the begioning of 1902, in which 
Teports, however, Hongkong as an Enghsh 
Possession, and Tsingtau asa German settle- 
Ment, are not mentioned, Besides these, cer- 
tain Chinesé harbours arevnot laken-into cons 
sideration, such as: Newchwane, Ghinkiang, 
Nanking, Wuhu, Kiukiang, Ichang, ‘and 
Chungking, which posse«s: little interest for 
Germany, The feport savs that the German 
trading and capital interests in China during 
the last four years have shown an extraordinary 
augmentation, principally at Shanghai, where 
not only the former 43 German firms have been 
increased 19 G8,, hut also the participation of 
Germany in the whole trade and business has 
increased at therate of 7 percent, The only 
German bank in China, the Deutech Asiatis- 
che Rank, has increased its pnid-ip capital 
from Tls. 3,750,000 to Tis. £000,000, Only 
at Amoy has a small diminution tobe noted in 
consequence of the giving un ofa German 
hotel, The business of importing German 
arms to China, however, has ceased entirely 
in consequence of the late Roxer troubles, a 
business which formerly was avery important’ 
one for German firms, At Peking,;which is 
not opened for foreign trade, only two German 
Frms were established, both retail shaps, for 
the supply of all necessaries of life, principally 
for foreigners: living at’ Peking. Peking also 
has a. German, post-office anda hranch office

.of the members objecting to the House receding. 
from its plan to extend the complete currency 
system of the United States to the islands. 
The bill now gues back to the Senate for can- 
currence in the two amendments that the 
House made, It is, believed the Senate will 
concue and if therg is any objection to the 
striking ont of the feature providing for an 
international monetary conference the friends 
of the Uhlippine bill will ast that the Senate 
concur in the bill and take up the international 
proposition indepencently.

Gover.ment's intention to es ablish a fast mail 
sevice between Vancouver and London, is 
receiving, deputations from various places 
desirous of becoming the part of call for the 
projected service. ‘This afternoon his Lord- 
ship received in private a deputiuan from the 
West of Treland, including the Barl of Lucan, 
Lend-Licutenant of Mayo, Lord Bingham, Lord 
Oraninore and Browne, and Dr, Ambrose, MP, 
who wished to press the claims of Bh 
Bay. The amof the Cana ian Government is 
fo enable mails to be landed in London within 
eight days after leaving Mancouver, and the 
deputation urged that the idea is capabie of 
realisation if Dlacksad Gay, which has a deep 
and sheltered harbour, were made ue por of 
call, From Londoa Blucksod Hay cin nov be 
reache 4 in 12 hourg From there +o Tillis, 
Nova Scotia, the distance is 2,113 knots, and 
this journey can he ceomplisty d by fast 
steamship in 3 days tz) hours, From Halifax to 
Vancouver is a further ds ance of 3 662 miles, 
shich a train: service rd ning at an ave ¢ 
speed of go miles an hour, could accomplish in 
3 days 1} hours, thus completing the whole 
distance from Lond nto Vancouver in 7 days 
2ohours With this service'estalilished London 
would be placed never Hongkong and the 
Chinese trade.
